DEVELOPMENT. 

In every country that Las yot attained 
to anything like importance tlio peoplo 
thereof tit certain marked periods of its 
history havo deemed it moat desirable) to 
exert themsolvos to sceuro a development 
of the country's resources. Thoao osor- 
tions havo generally been attended with 
Buocoas and havo proved the voracity of 
tho adage',' "Tlio people mako the coun- 
try, not the country tho people." No 
matter how rich in precious metals a 
country may bo, unless tho peoplo havo 
sufficient faith in tho existonco of that 
riobness to induce tliem to nisiko strenu- 
us efforts to dovdlop tho hidden wealth— 
unlosB thoy have faith, we say, tlio coun- 
try inight just as well bo a storilo and 
barren expanso. The existonco of mineral 
wealth in British Columbia is uudoubted 
by even the veriest sceptic. That thoro 
are well defined gold bearing quartz 
ledges in Cariboo has already boon 
demonstrated and that tho oro extraetod 
from those, led gfB is in many instances 
rich has also boon proved. Satisfactory 
as it is to know tbis, oi what valno is tbo 
knowledge unless it is turnod to practical 
account? Wo Iinvo passed tho days of 
doubts and conjectures. No longer are 
tho quostious asked, Havo wo quartz? 
Aro tho voins well defined and trno 
fissures? Theso and otbor questions have 
boen answorod to tho satisfaction of all 
and thoro now remains but one unanswer- 
ed query— Will tho quartz pay? In re- 
ply to this wo can safely assert that wo 
havo tho rosult of over 1000 assays to 
guido us; wo havo the results of compara 
tive working tosts in Portland and in Sou 
Francisco; wo havo tho scientifically ex- 
pressed opinions of eminent metallurgists 
—amongst them Professor Lockhardt of 
tho Nevada Metallurgical Works, whoso 
analysis nnd working results of tbo Cari- 
boo ores havo already boen published by 
Trus Colonist; wo have also the unbiasod 
opinions olioitod from Messrs, Ingerstroth 
andMouat, tho former tho rosidont as- 
sayer of the Cariboo Quart? Company, 
tho latter tho Government assayor; and 
we havo tho working teats of tho 4-atanip 
mill situate at Cariboo. These havo baon 
deemed sufficient proofs to warrant tho 
purchase of at leaBt ono 20-stanip mill, 
which is now in tho course of erection, 
and two others, Wo understand, will 
Bhortly bo ordered and placed in posi- 
tion. But these enterprises requiro tho 
outlay of much capital and in their efforts 
to maot tbo necessary expenditure tho 
proprietors should bo seconded by local 
capitalists, and, indeed, according to thoir 
means,- by all classes having their own 
and the interests of the country at heart 
Faith in the mines is good, but faith with 
outworks will pro vo of but littlo avail. It 
requires money to orect quartz mills, and 
those companies which havo by their own 
investments of largo sums shown their 
confidence in tho ultimato results by 
embarking to the full extont of 
their means, now reasonably look for on 
couragoment and support from thoso who 
will be most bonolitted, and are conse- 
quently expected to come forward, even 
at this, tho eleventh hour. Of the classes 
that will bo most directly benefitted by 
the successful development of our quartz 
industry, bankers, morcbants, farmers 
nnd mechanics aro amongst tho most 
prominent. Tho demand for teams find 
teamsters for heavy freight en route 
and the employment of labor at the mines; 
tho engagement of skilled ■ mechanics 
about tho mills; tho stimulus given to tho 
agricultural interests by tho iucroasod do 
man'd for every sort of produco and otb 
er beneficial results which follow the law 
of demand and supply must be 'self evi- 
dent and need no special allusion hero. 
Although at present it is nocessary to 
order the mills from abroad yot in a brief 
space of time our own foundries will bo 
adapted for the manufacture of tho ma- 
chinery here — indeed local foundrios aro 
now being enlarged and facilities aro bo- 
ing augmented with this object in view. 
Immediately tho mills aro in full operation 
the population of tho country will mater- 
ially increaso; tho valuo of real estate will 
be enhanced, and in every way prosperity 
wilPbe individually and generally exper- 
ienced. All this and moro must be ap- 
parent even now and will immediately 
follow tho judioious investment of capital 
in enterprises tbat cannot fail to provo 
remunerative. It rests with tho people of 
the Province to takotho first stops towards 
the successful devolopmont of thoir ro- 
souroes. This once accomplished, foreign 
capitalists whoso emissaries aro now in 
our midst and who aro anxiously looking 
for tho results of present efforts will show 
an eagerness to invest and will then bo 
compelled to pay ten fold for tbat which 
with unity of action, energy audforosight 
ooupled with a wise expenditure of money 
may now be attained.. ■

Tho English orowu jowols havo arrived 
at Paris. Thoy aro valued at 88,500,000. 

\ French Quaker refused to drill aftor 
conscription and was sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment. 

Tho Princess Charlotte's trousseau is 
said to havo been "a diegraco to artistic 
millinery." And she a grandchild of the 
Emperor of Germany, and tho Quoon of 
England, too. 

Olivo Logan says it is easy to dis- 
tinguish Atnorican women in Europe by 
tho Hash jewollery they wear.

Tho Petit Lyonnaxs, a penny journal 
published at Lyons, France, with a daily 
circulation of 130,000 copies, lias just 
been sold for §300,000 to M Menier, tho 
great chocolate maker and Radical.

seamen or others of Uor Majesty's Navy who desert, 
or aro Improperly nl>sent from tliulr duty i 
and which section in it her authorises the application 
of tho penally in such manner as tho Naval Depart- 
ment may direct, which would probably ho either 
one- half or tho wholo of tho penalty recovered to 
tho informer on the oonviotlon of tho offender. 

Similarly Section JO of the Baino Act Imposes a 
penalty of TWENTY POUNDS on any porson sum- 
marily convicted of persuading to desert or to bo 
Improperly absent from duty. Tho applica- 
tion of Iho penalty is in like manner at tho discre- 
tion of the Naval Depaitmont.

EUROPE. 

Belgrade, May 7. — Ministerial dif- 
forencos culminated iu tho resigns, 
tion of tho Minister of War. Probably 
there will bo extensivo modifications 
of the Ministry. It is now confidently 
stated Servia will not join Russia in 
case of a new war. 

Ellsworth, May 7. — In conversa- 
tion with Capt. Brandonhauson, of the 
Cimbria, aud Russian officers, they 
were asked if they did not think they 
wero in peril in caso war was suddenly 
doclared, as British cruisers would bo 
on their track. Cap. Brandonhauson 
insisted ho could not bo troubled, as a 
Gormau was commander of a German 
ship uuder a Gorman flag. Ho said 
the deck of his ship was Gorman ter- 
itory, which England would not dare 
to invade. 



A dispatch from Vionna says tho in- 
surgents seem to have entirely disappear- 
ed from Maritza valloy, but it is unknown 
whether thoy have beon driven back or 
are merely concentrating to resist large 
Russian roiuforeemeuts. 

New York, May -7. — A dispatch from 
London says a basis of arrangement which 
tho powers doBiro to submit to tho Czar 
has been agreed upon. The arrangement 
is in fivo divisions. The first division 
proposes that tho two regions of Bulgaria, 
north of the Balkans, shall bo coucedod 
to Russia and that tlio southern portion 
shall remain to a groat extent under the 
authority of tho Sultan. Tho second 
division relates solely to Asiatic compen- 
sation, whioh it is proposed shall bo re- 
dneed to a minimum. 

London, May 7. — Tho most important 
army corps in front of Constantinople is 
oommanded by an Englishman, Baker 
Pasha. Capt. Mauthorp, au Englishman, 
second in command of tho Turkish fieet, 
has juBt received a deooration from the 
Saltan. * 

Tho attempt to creato a scare about 
Russian privatoors is done to affect under- 
writers, who oontinue willing to take any 
quantity of risks on British hulls at 7 to 
10 shillings. Twelve thousand Martini- 
Henry rifles have boeu ordered to bo 
shippod to Malta immediately; probably 
for the Indian contingent. 

It seems thoro is a general impression 
thatPrinoo Gortschakoff will not bo ahlo 
to resume tho chancellorship. 

Present endoavors aro stated to bo 
diroctod towards soouring such an under- 
standing between England and Russia as 
will permit tho assembling of tho con- 
gress without a certaiuty of war should 
tho Government take further measures 
likely to'lead to the war. Tho statement 
of Lord Northcoto in tho House of Com- 
mons last evening is regarded as reassur- 
ing. It is also thought that tho visit of 
Count Sohouvalofi', Russian ambassador 
at London, to St. Petersburg caunot be 
othorwiso than hopeful to tho causo of 
peaeo, ns he can explain tho views of tho 
English Government and the people moro 
effectively than could bo dono in corres- 
pondence. Tho ohango in tho publio 
opinion of Russia in a peaceful direction 
is said to bo very marked aud to be tho 
result of the recognition of tho sorious 
consequences that would inevitably result 
from a new war. 

Constantinople, May 7.— Gen. Todlo 
ben is about to retire to tho lines of 
Tohahaldja, leaving a smnll force nt St. 
Stofano. Tho Russians offer to fall baek 
beyond the straight line drawn botweon 
Dodeagatch and Adrianoplo if the British 
fieet will withdraw at tho same time.

Paris, May 7.— Eighty thousand per- 
sons visited the Exhibition on Sunday. 

Berlin, May 7. — Count Von Bulows, 
sooretary of state for foreign offico, is ga- 
zetted as the official substitute for Prince 
Bismarck iu tho department of foreign af- 
fairs, Admiral Von Stosch in matters con- 
nected with the navy and Dr. Stophon in 
the administration of posts and telegraphs. 

London, May 7. — At a meeting of mas- 
tor cotton spinners nud manufacturers 
held at Manchester it wa* resolved to is- 
sue a oiroular to mill owners throughout 
the striking districts recommending that 
mills still opon bo olosod to-morrow and 
advising that no individual arrangemont 
for opening mills bo mado with tho work- 
mon. Tho adoption of Hub resolution 
caused great anxioty at Manchester as it 
is believed it will render a general look- 
out inevitable From Bix to seven thous- 
and oloth workers in Holinforth district 
and IHuddersfibld havo resolved to strike 
in oonsequonco of notico of a reduction in 
wages.

St. Albans, Vt.. May 7.— The "Ad- 
vertiser" learnB from reliable sources 
that the Fenian Brotherhood of this 
section is getting into working order:

tween England aud Russia. 

Minneapolis, May 7. — The body of 
Gharles Kimball was identified to-day 
among the charred remains of tho mill 
disaster. One hundred and fifty men 
are at work clearing up the debris. 

Washington, May 7. — Mr. Manvol 
Dezarnacona, accompanied by the Sec- 
retary of State, to-day presented the 
President with his credentials as Min- 
ister of Mexico. 

Official information is received of 
tho acceptance by Greece, of the invi- 
tation of this Government to partici- 
pate in tho international gold and 
silver conference. Three European 
nations having now acceptod tho invi- 
tation, it is competent for our Gov- 
ernment, under terms recently enacted 
by tbo silver bill, to make definite ar- 
rangements for meeting; but the Gov- 
ernment will wait to hear from othor 
nations. 

St. Louis, May 7. — M. Loon Cbat- 
toau, delegate from France, sent to 
this country to secure co-operation of 
American merchants in a plan for a 
Franco-American congress to meet in 
Paris during tho coming summer, 
for tho purpose of iixiDg a basis for a 
Franco-American treaty of commerce, 
and effecting if possiblo modification 
of tho tariff on interchanging commo- 
dities, addressed a large number of the 
members of the Merchants' Exchango 
yesterday afternoon, setting forth tho 
object in view, and urging the co-op. 
poration of tho merchants of St. Louis.

DOTHEGIRLS HALL. 

Dreadful Treatment of Girls in an Eng- 
lish Boarding-School. 

(From tho London World) 

In the pages of the "Christian 
World" and in similar journals there 
lately appeared an advertisement sot- 
ting forth the many merits of a certain 
school for young ladies. The bait 
tempted several to writo for tho pros- 
pectus; and, in ono instance at least, a 
lady was induced to soo the propriet- 
ress, with a view to placing a daughter in 
tlio estahHshnient as "governess-stu- 
dent." Before quoting from the pros- 
pectus it may at onco be said that tho 
terms were arranged; the explanations 
as to the "collego" not being then quite 
prepared for habitation, boing in pro- 
cess of re-decoration, wore satisfactory; 
and on the 19th of February last the 
young lady duly entered on her on 
gagenient. From the prospectus be- 
fore us we learn that the principal of 
"The Collego, Mount Pleasant, Sun- 
bury-on-Thamos," is, or rather was 
Mrs. Pate. The principal "isassistod 
by six resident English and foreign 
governesses and an efficient staff of 
masters." The terms indicato that tbo 
scholars belong to tho fairly well-to-do 
middle class, ranging from forty guin- 
eas per annum for young ladies over 
fif teon yoars of ngo to thirty guineas for 
thoso younger. Governess-students, 
i, e,, pupils who givo so many hours 
weekly to assist in tho tuition of 
juniors, are charged from twenty five 
guineaB for the first year to fifteen for 
the third. "The college is delightfully 
situated. . . . Tho ground consists of 
nearly seven acres of garden and pas- 
ture land, affording amplo spaco for 
out-door recreations. It contains hot 
and cold bathB. ... A pony kept to 
ride or drive. . . . Home- baked bread; 
a plentiful Bupply of milk; diet unlimit- 
ed, and of the best quality." 

At the commoneernent of tho torm 
in February last tho young ladies duly 
assembled to spend a joyous period in 
this scholastic paradise at Suubury. 
A few, fresh from cheerful homes, 
were somewhat disconcerted at tho 
baldness of the mansion, and its for- 
saken look without and barreness with- 
in; but these girlish quibbles wero 
quickly scattered by the principal's as- 
surance that as soon as tho plasterers 
were out and ftesii domestics wero in, 
and the school furniture arrivod, every- 
thing would be perfection. Meantime 
a considerable number of, if not all, 
the term-fees of the young ladies had 
been paid in advance. So anxious, 
howevor, was the principal to haste] 



| the completion of tho domestic comfort 
that she negotiated loans with her 
juvenile clients. Certain it is that tho 
principal borrowed — boing temporarily 
short of ready cash — sundry sums from 
each girl's pocket-money, soaring as 
high as twenty-eight shillings in tho 
caso of a moneyed governess-student, 
yet condesconding to accept a humble 
shilling from a girl barely iu hor teens. 
Thoso transactions wero conducted in 
strict privacy, until circumstances oc- 
curred rendering mutual confidences 
inevitable. One "soi-disant" "foreign 
govornoss" thero was, but thon hor 
chief duties woro performed in tho 
capacity of kitchen domestic. Tho tui- 
tion resolved itself into mutual instruction 
by tho pupils themselves; but this con- 
corned thoir unhappy souls far less than 
certain statements in tho prospectus. It 
•was true that tho grounds wore excellent 
for creating an appetite, but thoro grew a 
doleful doubt whother tho "pasturo lauds" 
wero intended to foster tho praotice of 
vegetarianism, or "tho pony" to tempt 
them to experiments in hippophagy. Tlio 
hours of moals cumo, but not tho "diot 
unlimited." For breakfast at 7:30 thero 
was a thiok dolo of new bread, innocont 
of butter, throw into bold relief by tea- 
tinted fluid. Tho dinnor-bell never her- 
alded anything but a concoction consisting 
of bono-scrapingh ovorwholmed in a mess 
of potatoo-squash. Dinnor-timo came occa- 
sionally at two o'clook; oftener at four, 
fivo, or six o'clock, nnd sometimes not 
until tho day after. Tea was a repetition 
of breakfast, nnd on ono memorable occa- 
sion tho wholo of the forty-five unhappy 
young lady pupils wore massed around 
Mrs. Pate's private sitting-room door, 
kuoeking for their toa, it was then eleven 
o'clock at nigtit! Tho girls had nopockot- 
monoy loft to buy their own loaves as thoy 
did at first. All thoir letters passed 
through tho principal's hands, and thoro 
remained, for not ono eucapod to the post 
offico. Iu a fortnight tho girls bocamo 
weak and spiritless. Ono fainted four 
times in ono day, and, boing unablo to riso 
from her bed ou Sunday morning, Febru- 
ary 2-itb, tho principle sent up a siuglo bit 
of dry toast without anyihingelso, saying, 
'If sho was hungry sho would cat that.' 
Other girls fuinted frequently, and ono 
poor orphan wont delirious, ropeating 
with painful emphasis, 'I will have bread; 
papa said I was to havo broad!' Almost 
crazed with tho troatmont, one young lady 
risked her secretly kept last shilling on a 
telegram to her paronts sixty miles away. 
No responso camo By a dosporato strategy 
sho hersolf crawled with a smuggled letter 
to tho post, aud by the earliost train hor 
mothor hurried to the rosoue. It was 4:30 
p, m. on hor arrival, and tho lady found 
tho forty-fivo girls clamouring for their 
dinner, which was not oven then forth- 
coming. A ghostly regiment they lookod. 
Mrs. Pato prosorvod hor coolness through- 
out this sceno with wonderful success. 
On the telegram boing mentioned and she 
charged with keeping tho shilling, it was 
roluctantly roturnod. The youug lady's 
clothes wero out at wash, and would be 
sent homo in duo course; but no penny 
of tho propaid fee for tho torm could be 
extorted. Glad to escapo tho painful sceno 
of tho emaciated girls, tho lndy left tho 
house with hor daughtor, whoso hoalth 
has boon oruolly undermined by that fort- 
night of starvation and robbory. Her 
companions shod bittor tears at hor good 
fortune in leaving thorn. 

Tho sequel may bo told briefly. Upon 
onorgotio moasures boing taken to com- 
municate from without with friends of the 
unhappy pupils.it transpires that , there 
aro not n few orphan girls placod in Mrs. 
Pate's euro, and othors whoso paronts are 
abroad; these havo all paid tho full foos in 
advance A colonel in Iroland paid 
twonty-eight guineas with ono young 
lady, who was a sovoro sufforor by tho 
treatment; Upon anothor. parent going 
to demand tho fees and tho linen of his 
daughtor last wool; (Maroh 23) , ho learn- 
ed that a day or two boforo tlio principal 
had cooly informod hor pupils ono morn- 
ing that tho bailiffs woro in tho house, nnd 
that they must collect thoir things and 
get out. Thoy gladly did so, moat of 
thorn without money; and that day tho 
railway station was crowdod with caro- 
worn young ladies, who woro assisted by 
villagers and tradesfolk to pay thoir faros 
homes. Ono or two friendless orphans 
woro taken iu in charity by residents in the 
neighborhood. Tho furniture of the 
''college" was hired from a London firm, 
and not a stick remained to pay petty 
debts for bread and milk and servants' 
wages. One gentleman, paid ten guinoas 
with his daughtor a few days prior to tho 
crash. Ou returning to tho station, ho 
heard enough to make him go hack and 
demand his ohild and money. Only two 
sovereigns could bo mustered, tho rest 
having beon quickly spent; but his es- 
capo was cheap at tho prico.

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What the Army Reserves are. t 

It may intorost some of our readors to 
know that tbo army roserven now called 
out have nothing to do with, tho main 
body of tho militia or volunteers, the last 
hope of tho nation in a crisis, but are a 
foroo called into existence by tho Reserve 
Forco Act of 1867. Tho forco is not to 
exceed a total of 50,000 men and is divid- 
ed into two olasses. Tho first-class is 
liable, when on permanent service, to 
serve in tho United Kingdom or elsowhoro, 
und is to consist of men who havo not 
completed six years' sorvico with the col- 
ours. ThoBo men aro allowed to live 
where they please, and receive pay at tho 
rate of fourponco a day; when called out 
for active servico they will receive tho 
sanie pay as thoir comrades in tho regular 
army. By tho current army estimates the 
number of this class of tho reserve ir- 
shown to bo 11,258. Tho second class, 
whioh consists of pensioners and men who 
havo completed the full poriod for whioh 
thoy enlisted, numbers 23,703 men, who 
aro liable whon on permanent servico, to 
servo in tho United Kingdom only. In 
addition to these two classes, wo have a 
militia reserve estimated at 30,000, which 
by tho Militia Rosorvo Act of 1867, is liable 
for army servioe whenever a state of war 
exists between her Majesty and any foreign 
power, and in all cases of actual invasion 
or imminont danger thereof. An-oider-in 
Council is all that is required to call out
